William Lau- 
rence Dickey, a son, is the pub- 
lisher of the Journal- Post. 


Success as Manufacturer, 
Turned to Politics. 

Walter S. Dickey was born in 
Toronto, June 26, 1862, was reared 
in that city and held his first busi- 
ness positions in stores there. 

He went to Kansas City in 1885, 
engaging in the manufacture of 
tiling and drain pipes. In this line, 
he built up one of the chief indus- 
tries of Kansas City, and one of 
the largest concerns of its kind in 
the world, with branch plants in 
Missouri and seven other states. 

After establishing his business 
on a large scale, Dickey entered 
politics. He was elected a dele- 
gate to the Republican national 
convention of 1900, which nom- 
inated McKinley and Roosevelt. He 
was county chairman of Jackson 
County in that year's campaign. In 
1908, as chairman of the State 
committee, he organized the State 
campaign which resulted in the 
election of Herbert S. Hadley, first 
Republican Governor since the re- 
construction period. 

Dickey obtained the party nom- 
ination for the Senate in 1916, and 
became the opponent of Senator 
Reed, who was completing his first 
term. Reed was successful in the 
election. 

Campaigning and Advertising. 

In the 1916 senatorial campaign, 
attention was called to the large 
amounts spent by Dickey’s concern 
in advertising its products in Mis- 
souri papers. Most of the adver- 
tising was that of the Dickey silo, 
and it appeared that Dickey hoped 
to sell these structures of farm 
economy even to city dwellers, 
from the fact that he advertised 
in the St. Louis papers. 

It was pointed out that money 
spent for commercial advertising 
did not have to be included in the 
candidate's report of campaign ex- 
penditures. Dickey said, at the 
time, that the advertising had 
nothing to do with his political 
campaign, and that it was nobody's 
business how much he advertised, 
or when. 

Dickey was the leader in the 
Missouri River branch of the deep 
waterways movement. “The way 
to navigate is to navigate” was the 
slogan of Dickey and others who 
formed the Kansas City Missouri 
River Navigation Co., and bought 
the steamer Chester, which was 
put into freight service between 
Kansas City and St. Louis. In the 
war period, he was vice chairman 
of the inland waterway committee 
of the Council of National Defense. 

Buys Journal in 1921. 

In 1921 Dickey became owner of 
the Kansas City Journal, a morn- 
ing newspaper. He acquired the 
Post, an evening paper. Two years 
ago the Journal was discontinued. 

The Journal and Post, in the 
fall of 1924, published income tax 
returns of large payers in Kansas 
City, before the legal right of 
newspapers to make sueh publica- 
tion had been established by court 
process. The Government's posi- 
tion was that, though the law re- 
quired the returns to be opened 
to inspection, the publication of 
the figures was not authorized. 
Dickey and the managing editor of 
the papers submitted to indict- 
ment, to make a test case, and 
were discharged when a demurrer 
filed by their counsel was sus- 
tained by Judge Reeves. 

In the +1916 campaign, the only 
time when Dickey sought elective 
office, labor elements opposed him 
on the ground that he was a mem- 
ber of the National Association of 
Manufacturers and of a local em- 
ployers’ association which had 
warred on organized labor.

EWALD-HEALY INDICTMENTS 
ALL DROPPED IN NEW YORK

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—All 
charges against defendants in the 
Ewald-Healy case were dismissed 
today by Supreme Court Justice 
McCook.

In Syndicate That Promoted Lake 
| Pontchartrain Bridge. 


Lorenzo E. Anderson & Co. and 
Watson-Williams Co., a New Or- 
leans brokerage house, obtained a 
franchise from the State of Louisi- 
ana in March, 1925, to construct a 


S-mile highway toll bridge across 


Lake Pontchartrain near New Or- 
leans at a cost of $5,500,000. 

The bridge was placed in sérvice 
in February, 1928, charging a toll 
of $1.35 for a car and a driver, and 
two months later the State took 
over two ferries which had been 
operated by a private company, 
charging $1.25 a car, and began 
operating them as a free service. 
The Pontchartrain Bridge Corpor- 
ation lost patronage heavily and 
was placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver in February, 1929. 

In promoting the project Loren- 
zo E. Anderson & Co. was associ- 
ated with other brokerage houses 
in St. Louis, New Orleans, New 
York and Chicago. The syndicate 
placed on the market $3,500,000 in 
first mortgage bonds and $2,000,- 
600 in debentur ebonds, about 31. 
000,000 of which were sold in St. 
Louis. The syndicate received 
common stock in the bridge com- 
pany for about $180,000 it spent 
in organization costs. 

Competition with the State op- 
erated ferries, and the plan of the 
State announced shortly afterward 
to build a parallel structure, re- 
sulted in heavy losses to original 
investors. 


Eighth Suspension by Exchange 
Since Stock Market Crash. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—The sus- 
pension of Lorenzo E. Anderson & 
Co., by the New York Stock Ex- 
change today was the first of the 
year and the eighth since the stock 
market break in October, 1929. 

The announcement was made by 
Richard Whitney, president, from 
the rostrum of the exchange. He 
said: 

“I have been advised by the 
Committee on Business Conduct 
that Lorenzo E. Anderson & Co. 
of St. Louis are in such financial 
condition that they cannot be per- 


mitted to continue in business with 
safety to creditors or to the 
change.”

MRS. VICTOR BRUCE, 


Aviatrix, Flying Alone, 
Stops Here on World Tour 


Forced to Land in Persian Desert, Mrs. Victor 
Bruce Was Mistaken for Goddess 
by Natives. 


Mrs. Victor Bruce, English avia- 
trix, took off today from Lambert- 
St. Louis Airport on the final 
stages of a journey around the 
world. 

Flying a little 120 horse-power 
open cockpit Blackburn .Bluebird, 
an English plane she bought be- 
cause a sign said, “Ready to go 
anywhere,” Mrs. Bruce landed here 
yesterday afternoon at 3:40 o’clock 
after a non-stop flight from Dal- 
las, Tex. 

Almost numb with cold, she in- 
spected her silver ship, its fuse- 
lage covered with scrawled signa- 
tures and messages in many lan- 
guages, and arranged for having it 
serviced before seeking shelter and 
warmth. She planned to fly to 
Chicago today and thence by easy 
stages to New York ready to sail 
next week for Germany or France. 
Then she will fly to her home at 
Esther, near London, ending a trip 
which began there Sept. 25th, last. 

Her Short Flying Career. 
Although she never had flown 
an airplane until seven weeks be- 
fore she began a journey which has 
been fraught with perils, including 
a forced landing on the Persian 
desert and a rescue by British 
troops, she is an experienced me- 
chanic used to racing automobiles 
and fast motorboats. With her 
husband, a professional racing car 
ertver. Mrs. Bruce, who is 29 years 
old, has raced for three years, es- 
tablishing several record. To her. 
speed is the “breath of life,” she 
said. 

Circling the Persian Gulf last 
October, Mrs. Bruce was forced to 
land on the desert to oil the engine 
of her plane. The propeller be- 
came imbedded in the sand and 
she was unable to take off. 
“For three days I lived on dates 
and water,” Mrs. Bruce related, 
“given me by tribesmen, who never 
before had seen an airplane and 
hailed me as a strange goddess 
from the skies. Brigands raided 
us, though, and took my money. 
Finally, despairing of obtaining aid 
through a messenger, I started to 
walk to Jask, 50 miles away, with 
the temperature 120 degrees. Then 
some British soldiers, told of my 
plight by the messenger, arrived 
in a Chinese sailine ship, dug my 
plane out of the sand, and helped 
me take. off.” 
Written in pencil on the plane 
are the words, “I am walking to 
Jask.“ which enabled the soldiers 
to overtake her before she had 
walked many ‘miles. 0

Clarke told the committee that 
the car company was undertaking 
to follow the rerouting suggestions | 
of the Survey Commission through- 
out the city except where Gravois 
avenue is to be widened, between 
Russell and Grand boulevards, in 
which case the company is seek- 
ing to abandon its tracks and sub- 
stitute bus service because it asserts 
| it canno afford to lay tracks in the 
new alignment. Altogether, he re- 
| lated, the commission had estimated 
that street widenings and rerout- 
ing would cost the company $6,- 
000,000 for new tracks. 
It will be possible to get busses 
for Gravois service without any 
initial expenditure, Clarke stated, 
as manufacturers will take their 
money through a charge of 9 cents 
a mile for the mileage operated the 
first two months and a dwindling 
scale of payments thereafter. 
“We haven’t the $500,000 to put 
into new tracks on Gravois,” Clarke 
said, but if we had it, we wouldn't 
spend it, in view of the status of 
our operating rights.” He declared 
that busses could give better serv- 
ice in Gravois than trolleys de- 
cause of the future wide pavement 
and the numerous intersections at 
45-degree angles. 

Trolley Company 
A route that produces more than 
31 cents a mile revenue should be 
served with trolleys, and one pro- 
ducing less with busses, Clarke said. 
It cost the Public Service Co. an av- 
erage of about 8 cents a revenue 
passenger to provide trolley and 
bus service, with an average rev- 
enue of 8.6 cents, he said; bus serv- 
ice costs the People’s Motor Bus 
Co., whose fare is 10 cents, 9.4 
cents a revenue passenger, but if it 
paid its bus operators the same 
scale as paid by the car company 
the cost would be 10.5 cents a pas- 
senger. 
In response to an Alderman’s 
question, Clarke declared that no 
large city dispensed with trolleys in 
favor of busses for mass transpor- 
tation unless it had subways. Clarke 
insisted that busses attempting to 
handle all mass transportation 


He predicted that the double-deck 
bus would pass out of existence. He 
expressed the opinion that Ameri- 
can municipalities would have to 
abandon the theory that the city 
could make an income from its 
transportation system through tax- 
ation, but that it would be found

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EXPECTS PROHIBITION 
TOBE ISSUE IN 1932 


Col. Callahan, Secretary of 
Catholic Dry Body, Discusses 
Wickersham Report. 


Col. Patrick Henry Callahan of 
Louisville, “Kentucky Colonel, 


Irishman and Catholic, but still a 
dry,” is in St. Louis to speak to- 
night on “The Economic Advan- 
tages of Prohibition” at a citizens’ 
dinner at the City Club, 1020 Lo- 
cust street. 

Col. Callahan, who wishes to be 
nown asa “manufacturer and 
employer,” with emphasis on em- 
ployer, received reporters in his 
suite at Hotel Jefferson today and 
predicted that prohibition would 
be the chief issue in the next pres- 
idential campaign. 

As chairman of the Central Pro- 
hibition Committee, an organization 
to co-ordinate the work of prohibi- 
tion agencies, and secretary of the 
Association of Catholics Favoring 
Prohibition, he expressed satisfac- 
tion with the Wickersham report 
on behalf of the dry cause. 

“One of the most pleasing aspects 

of the report to us,“ he said, “was 
that the commission made no state- 
ment that prohibition is unenforce- 
able. That was what we had feared. 
The commission of 11 men, with 
only one, Judge Kenyon, an avowed 
advocate of prohibition, did not, as 
a body, advocate repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. Comment 
of the press on the report indicates 
clearly that the liquor question will 
be paramount in the coming presi- 
dential campaign.” 
Col. Callahan, who is 63 years 
old, has not always been a dry. 
Years ago, he said, long before pro- 
hibition, he drank “nearly every- 
thing from vodka on the Russian 
Volga to rum in the tropics.” But 
he saw in Louisville the corrup- 
tion that liquor brought into poli- 
tics and its evil effects on the 
Irish race” and so, in 1915 or 
thereabouts, he became an enemy 
of liquor. 

In 11 years of prohibition he has 
observed “its great economic as- 
pects,” particularly in Louisville, 
which jn the old days, he points 
out, did more to support the Gov- 
ernment through its liquor indus- 
try than any other city except New 
York. 

“In this period,“ he said, “Louis- 
ville had a greater growth in pop- 
ulation than during the preceding 
40 years. Our skyline has sprung 
upwards, our commerce has in- 
creased, bank deposits have grown 
at a greater rate than they did in 
all those 40 years.” 

_Prefacing his statement that he 
hoped he would not be misunder- 
stood and that his explanation of it 
would be published, he said pro- 
hibition was indirectly responsible 
for the present depression. He 
explained that its adoption had re- 
sulted in such a great and imme- 
diate advance in trade and industry 
that a reaction was inevitable after 
over-production stimulated by an 
enormous demand for “creature 
comforts” resulting from the re- 
lease of funds that would other- 
wise have been spent for liquor.

Cross to Hearing.

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Seek- 
ing a means of killing the Senate’s 
$25,000,000 appropriation for Red 
Cross drouth relief, House admin- 
istration leaders today planned 
hearings on the proposal before 
taking action. 

They decided to have the Interior 
Department supply bill, to which 
the appropriation is attached as 
an amendment, referred today to 
the Appropriations Committee for 
investigation. 

The committee would give Red 
Cross officials, who are opposed to 
the appropriation, an opportunity 
to testify, and make recommenda- 
tions on whether the amount voted 
by the Senate is necessary. 

The $25,000,000 proposal reached 
the House after last night's ses- 
sion of the Senate broke the 
jam holding the Interior Depart- 
ment supply bill, to which the Red 
Cross fund had been attached by 
the Democrats with extensive Re- 
publican support. 

The leaders fear that, if brought 
to a vote, the Senate plan would be 
adopted by the House even though 
President Hoover and the Red 
Cross oppose it. 


U, & AID IN MATERNITY, WORK 


By the Avsociated Press. 
‘WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—¥ed- 
eral aid to maternity and infancy 
and rural health work by states 
was attacked yesterday as a “men- 
ace” to the Constitution by Dr. 
William Woodward, testifying be- 
fore the House Interstate Com- 
merce Committee on behalf of the 
American Medical Association. The 
committee is considering two bilis 
for mA&ternity work. 
Dr. Woodward asserted super- 
vision by a Federal agency would 
involve dictation of how State funds 
might be used and that this consti- 
tuted invasion of states’ rights. 
“It is more dangerous than Com- 
munism,” Woodward said, be- 
cause it is more insidious.” 
Dr. Allen W. Freeman, Johns 
Hopkins University public health 
professor, urged rural health aid. 
He contended county health units 
must be built up before maternity 
and infancy programs became ef- 
fective. 


HONDURAN-NICARAGUAN PACT 


Boundary Dispute Over 988,000 
Acres to Be Arbitrated. 

By the Associated Press. 
MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 
—Honduran and Nicaraguan offi- 
cials yesterday signed an agree- 
ment intended to settle a bound- 
ary dispute of years standing. The 
area involved is about 988,000 acres 
along the frontier. 
Each Republic 
engineer to work with a representa- 
tive of the State Department of the 
United States on a solution in line 
with an arbitration decision made 
by the King of Spain in 1906. The 
agreement empowers the engineers 
to resolve all questions and inter- 
pret any doubtful points in the 
King's award, which was not ac- 
cepted by Nicaragua. At that time 
the country charged all disputed 
points had not been submitted to 
arbitration.

On Decline 
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German Correspondent Says 


Since 1927, 


Dr. Scheffer Says Divorce Laws Are Benefi- 
cial, but Denounces Spy System and 
Religious Persecution. 


A somber picture of Soviet Rus- 


a small minority tries to impress a 
socialism from the pages o! a book 
on a rather primitive population of 
163,000,000 people, was drawn last 
night by Dr. Paul Scheffer, Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Berlin 
Tageblatt. 

Moscow correspondent for the 
Tageblatt from 19217 until 1929 
when he was barred from the coun- 
try by Soviet leaders, Dr. Scheffer 


rial as the guest of Bishop William 
Scarlett of Christ Church Cathedral. 

He dwelt largely on living con- 
ditions as he observed them dur- 
ing his life in Russia. From 1921 
to 1926, with Lenin in the saddle, 
he observed improvement with the 
Communist government attempting 
to co-operate with private capital. 

“If you push socialism beyond 
a certain point,” he continued, 
“you will discover that a choice be- 
tween complete socialization and 
capitalism is necessary. The Rus- 
sians are now attempting to com- 
plete socialization. 

Living Standard Declines. 

“The peak of well-being for the 
Russian worker was reached in 
1926 or 1927 for the peasant in 
1925. Since 1926 the living stand- 
ard has gone down in a straight 
line. We do not know at this mo- 
ment how it will go on and how 
the Russian population can bear a 
still lower standard than it has 
reached already.“ 

Dr. Scheffer touched on phases 
of living conditions. Tuberculosis 
has been increasing at the rate of 
10 per cent a year, he said, “ a co- 
lossal figure explained only by un- 
der-nourishment.” Food is scarce, 
and butter, quoted officially at 
two rubles the pound, is rarely ob- 
tainable.- Very few families have 
a room for themselves, much less 
a home, and many are compelled 
to admit outsiders under a soviet 
rule of “six yards per person.” 

The shortage of food, he ex- 
plained, was a result of an attempt 
to speed up the socialization of 
agriculture under the five-year 
plan. “One effect has been that 
the peasants have ceased to pro- 
duce for fear they will be treated 
as capitalists,” he said. “The cap- 
italist forces in agriculture have 
shrunk together. The victims have 
been the proletariat in the towns.” 

A Nation of Spies. 
Perhaps the worst institution of 
the Soviet regime, the speaker de- 
clared, is the secret police. ‘This 
all-pervading and all-powerful or- 
ganization is extremely efficient,” 
he explained. [t has been said 
that half of the Russian people are 
spying on the other half. There 
are offices where everybody is in 
the service of the secret police, re- 
porting about everybody, including 
others who are reporting to the 
police. 

“With a secret police which in- 
cludes nearly every person of any 
importance, and many people of no 
importance, it is possible to sup- 
press any movement against the 
Government or any independent 
movement at a moment's notice. 
The workers are spying on each 
other and it is impossible to rely on 
anybody, even inside the family. I 
think everything else could be 
bearable if it were not for this ter- 
rible system that has led to a state 
of affairs where nobody feels safe 
from anybody.“ 

Praises Divorce Laws. 

Dr. Scheffer voiced his approval 
of the Soviet system of easy di- 
vorce. “Instead of being an evil, it 
has proved an enormous benefit for 
the poor people,” he said. “The fact 
that divorce is very easy to get has 
an extremely good influence on the 
man of the peasant class. The 
peasant population has been much 
influenced by the fact that the ill- 
treated wife can go to the Soviet, 
pay 15 rubles and then go home to 
her parents.“ 

He could not agree, however, on 
the Soviet treatment of religious 
questions. It is perfectly possible 


‘ erning bloc 


persecution of the most offengive 
character in Russia. There are 
many explanations of why this is 
not so, but I cannot imagine any 
more thorough persecution of re- 
ligion in every form than now ex- 
ists in Russia. 

“What impressed mie is that peo- 
ple who are 2t in any way hostile’ 
to the Soviet cause, simply wishing 
to go to church, have been perse- 
cuted. I have known cases where 
people have been told to .hoose be- 
tween their employment and their 
faith. Children are questioned 
about prayers and religious exer- 
cises in their homes.” 

Spreading Propaganda. 

In conclusion, Dr. Scheffer spoke 
of the organized efforts of the 
Communist party to carry its doc- 
trines beyond the borders of Rus- 
sia. “We cannot speak about the 
great experiment in Russia without 
thinking about the cost in human 
suffering and the effect on stand- 
ards of life as we know them,” he 
said. “I doubt if it is possible to 
be tolerant, considering the efforts 
that are being carried on beyond 
the boundaries of Soviet Russia. 

“America is a self-contained con- 
tinent, with little tendency to Com- 
munism. The great danger is in 
Europe and China. We ought to 
remember that these dangers exist 
and are increasing and certainly 
will increase even more if political 
and economic conditions continue 
as they are. 

“If you hear about Russia, don’t 
forget that Russia is not only a big 
laboratory for experiment and that: 
there are interesting people per- 
forming the experiment, but, re- 
member, too, that there are mil- 
lions of people who are the vic- 
tims of this experiment.“ 

Soviet Education. 

Dr. Scheffer answered numer- 
ous questions asked by members 
of his audience. Of education, he 
said, children are taught that 
good is what Is good for the party, 
bad is what is bad for the party, 
with no thought of learning for the 
sake of culture or to make money. 
There are few books—sometimes 
one book to a classroom—and few 
teachers. 

“How many Russians are active 
in the Communist movement?” 
About 1,700,000 are members of 
the party, about 200,000 men and 
women are active in carrying on 
the industrial and social upheaval, 
about 20 or 25 comprise the gov- 
and dominate the 
party. 

“What of the reports that food 
and materials needed at home have 
been exported and dumped on for- 
eign markets to keep to the sched- 
ule of the five-year plan?” Dr. 
Scheffer had seen Russian soap of 
fine quality and cheap in New York 
and Berlin stores when friends in 
Moscow were writing him requests 
that he send them some. 

“Is there an unemployment 
problem in l.ussia?’’ Dr. Scheffer 
did not think so. In the towns, he 
said, there was official supervision 
of people not working and they 
were sent back to the villages. 
He could not speak for the country 
districts.

His first important statement on 
the question was made in February, 1928, in a letter 
to Mr. Borah, in which he characterized. prohibition 
as “a great social and economic experiment, noble 
in motive and far-reaching in purpose.” The use 
of the word “experiment” was deemed significant, 
for it implied a lack of finality toward prohibition in 
the President's mind. In accepting the Republican: 
nomination he said he did not favor the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment, but he admitted grave 
abuses had grown up under prohibition. He also op- 
posed modification and nullification, and in the next 
breath asserted the right of Americai citizens to 
amend the Constitution by straightforward methods. 
At Elizabethton Mr. Hoover said: The purpose 
of the eighteenth amendment is to protect the Amer- 
ican home. * * I wish it to succeed.” 
These were the only statements made on prohi- 
bition before Mr. Hoover was elected, and they have 
all been subjected to considerable exegesis. Obvious- 
ly, they gave more comfort to the drys than to the 
wets, yet each was so devious and oriental in its 
phrasing as to justify the belief that Mr. Hoever was 
leaving a loophole through which he might escape 
when and if he became convinced that prohibition is 
a failure. Nor did such addresses as the one he made 
before the Associated Press in April, 1929, put him 
conclusively on the dry side. The AsSociated Press 
speech was an appeal to citizens to obey the law 
and a warning of the dire consequences of failure to 
do so. Weird and unstatesmanlike in its reasoning, 
it pleaded with a free people to accept dumbly what-
